Next was Kyle Cooper who 
battled hard to land 24 points 
and 14 rebounds. Skyler 
Grummett soared over the 


weekend with 15 points, 14 
rebounds and 8 assists. Owen 
Gallagher was next with 13 
points, followed by Jared Naar 
with 10 points, 13 rebounds 
and 4 steals. 

Josh Mosley found his 
stroke from the line with 9 
points to go with 10 rebounds. 
Rounding out the scoring was 
Ben Kalchman (five points), 
MacKenzie Bronn, Jordan 
Pisano, Jacob Dottori and Chris 
Fairman who each had two 
points. Gabriel Marais hustled 
and sacrificed his bruised 
body all weekend to help the 
Panthers cause.
